A, Me are conducting a continuing investigation to deter nine 
to what extent the Cocnurdet orbit countries and Co®rani3t-af fili- 
ated organisations in the west are preparing for, or engaged in* 
sabotage action* A» a wojridng hypothesis* to serve as a basis for 
further study, we are regarding the following fhcts as probably true* 
a* Training centers in Iron Curtain countries are 
providing sabotage instruction to Communists 
iron the West* Such training is given to persons 
who will s e r v e as agents in long-range Soviet Intel- 
ligence operations * An explosion which occurred in 
Haaburg, Oeraaay on ? March 19$$ while two fomer 
Ceraaa Ccnraunlst* wore nixing explosive Materials 
indicated that such stay^behind operations have 
reaped the planniri: and preparatory stags* Reporting 
about this incident Indicates that both men had 
received instruction of undetomlrsed nature behind 
the Iron Curtain and that a Soviet ae well as an East 
Osman Intelligence Service may have been involved in 
the operation, 

b* In non-Orbit countries, where political conditions are 
relatively stable* sabotage instruction given In Cost- 
munlst Party cell raftings has teen restricted to the 
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activity. 

©* Isolated instance® of sabotage committed, by Corrammista 
in certain countries in recent years, have been tie 
result of (a) excessive seal on the part of individual 
Party ambers strongly affected by Cocnunist propaganda, 
or (b) an action taken by a Ccrammist Party to impress 
isft'artnc, mn-Cornsranist Parties and their affiliates 
With Communist cajwifcilities# 

2* The following statement made by a fo» r Soviet intelligence 
officer indicates the ultimate control probably exercised by an agency 


of the Soviet governnicnt over sabotage action planned by a foreign 

(that is, non-Soviet or non-Satoliite) Caramunist Party* 

*Catamnist Parti© s abroad would not normally 
be given sabotage missions. If a local Cora- 
amnist leader thought that m act of sabotage 
should be committed, he could state his reasons 
and oaks appropriate recannandatiors fear approval 
of Ms plan by the Central Cocsalttee of the Cam* 
muniat Party of the Soviet Union. The Central 
Committee, CPS0, would probably not issue direct 
orders for this type of action, as it is gener- 
ally reserved for t he MVD, even to the exclusion 
of CKU. This would hold true especially in war- 
tSjas* B
